“ Here’s What I T hought”

He was only eleven years of age, 
hut he was just about as m ischie­ 
vous as any boy of eleven could be. 
In fact, his sixth grade teacher was 
having quite a disciplinary prob­ 
lem with him 
Spanking him two 
or th re e tim es a week did not seem 
to get the job done. However, she 
did notice that he responded quite 
well to love and special attention. 
The teac h er’s problem was that she 
could not find enough tim e for all 
the love and attention he needed. 
A fter all she had many o th er p u ­ 
pils. 
His nicknam e was "chicken.” He 
acquired this name because of his 
love for th at particular fowl. 
His 
neighbors kept th eir chicken yards 
well populated with all kinds of 
ehickens, and he loved to watch 
them and to feed them. 
His de 
light was to gather the eggs m orn­ 
ing and evening. 
“•'hick,'' as he was often called, 
had for his neighbors one family 
of whom he was especially fond. 
They w ere Mr 
and Mrs. A dolph 
Sm ith and son. Lawrence. 
It was 
la w re n c e who gave him tim nick 
nam e, “chicken,'' o r “chick " 
Mrs Sm ith seem ed to be a ttra ct­ 
ed to this eleven year old boy. 
She had seen him grow from in­ 
fancy.

Stratton Considers 
Using Notional 
Guard for Patrols 


CHICAGO fCPr — Safety experts 
feared today that the nation will 
follow its all-time "Black Christ 
m as” holiday m assacre with a New 
Year's record for deaths on the 
highways. 
The National Safety Council said 
the “cold figures'' forced it to pre 
ilict 420 deaths in traffic crashes 
during the holiday period betw een 
fi p. rn. next Friday to m idnight 
Monday. 
A 420 d e ath toll would be far 
below the record total of 621 p e r­ 
sons who died in traffic during ♦he 
th r e e -d a y C hristm as holiday last 
weekend 
But it would set a new 
record for a New Year's holiday— 
making 
it 
the 
second 
sham eful 
mark set in the nation within a 
period of one week. 
Many state governors, shocked 
by the all time, all holiday C hrist­ 
mas toll, moved quickly to hold 
down the death count next w eek­ 
end. 
Illinois Gov William G. Stratton 
considered calling out the N ation­ 
al G uard to patrol the highways.

The Safety Council, m eanw hile, 
expressed hopes that “ the terrible 
lesson of th e C hristm as holiday” 
will sober drivers into caution d u r ­ 
ing the New Year's holiday. 
But Council P resident Ned H 
Dearborn w arned “the cold figures 
force us to the conclusion that 420 
will die.”

IEA President 
Hits Tax Setup 
To Aid Schools 


CHICAGO AL’.P* —■ The president 
of the Illinois Education Assn. to­ 
day attacked the “ inadequacy and 
inequity" of the state’s tax setup 
to 
meet 
the 
financial 
needs 
of 
schools. 
IEA President W illiam H 
Car- 
ru th ers of M urphy shorn said the 
Illinois tax stru cture is 
antiquat­ 
ed" and the situation now is "an 
area of m ajor concern ” 
C arruthers said Illinois rank* 6rii 
in |x r capita income, but 39th in 
taxes 
The state contributes 20 per 
cent of the total cost of schools, 
com pared with a national average 
of 38 per cent 
He said this places the financial 
burden on local districts, w here 
taxes are levied only against real 
property and that at 50 per cent 
of its value 
“ It is easily understood why Illi­ 
nois has difficulty in supporting 
an adequate 
foundation 
program 
for the public comm on school*,” 
C arruthers said. 
C arruthers, in a speech prepared 
for delivery at the 
I EAN 102nd 
annual 
meeting, 
praised 
th** 
in 
crease in state school aid by the 
1955 Legislature to more than 200 
million dollars for 1955 57. 
But he w arned that to maintain 
this program , the cost will ris<> >0 
million dollars m ore in 1957 and 
"this is ju st the beginning." 
By 
1961, he said, the need "m ay well 
approach" 300 to 350 million. 
C arruthers said “some external 
assistance" is needed to finance 
the “pressing" construction need* 
of .schools, and m axim um gr a n ts for 
pupil 
transportation 
need I > 
!>c 
boosted 
He called for the creation of a 
state hoard of education 
to ad 
m inister the public schools, which 
he term ed a 380--million-dollar a 
year enterprise in Illinois. 
C arru th ers endorsed federal aid 
to schools, but said it must not 
'reduce local initiative” or “ the 
long established policy of local con­ 
trol.”
